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YACHTS IN COLLISION

Meteor Ran Into Isolde Dur-
ing a Raece.

BARON VON ZEDWITZ WAS KILLED

Members of the Crew of Isoide Swept
O verbosrd—But TheyjWere
Easlly Eescued.

SourEsea, Aug. |18.—By a colligion be-
tween the ydchis Meteor and Isoide this
morning doring the race for the vice-
commodore’s cap, Baron von Zedwitz,
the owner of Isolde, was so badly injured
that he died before be conld be taken to
a hospital. All the members of the
erew of the Izolde were swept overboard
when the yachts collided, but were res-
ened from the water by boats from the
other yachte.

Ailea, Britannia, Satanita and Meteor
started in the race for the vice-commo-
dore’s cup. Not long after thestart and
wiiile passing the committee boat the
big wachts Britannia and Meteor were
almoset abreast the [solde and narrowly
averted w collision. DBritannia saddealy
shifted ber helm to avoid Satanita and
Meteor struck lsolde, eweeping her from
stem to stern wita her bowsprit. Isclde’s
icainmast and saile crashed overboard,
carrying nearly all the crew of the Is-
olde and croshing Baron von Zedwitz.
Britannin and Meteor immediately hove
io and lowered hoats for the assistance
of the men struggling in the sea, Ailsa
and the other yachts did the same.

Baron von Zedwitz, when puolled oot
of the water, was found to bave a bad
cut on the head gnd was bleeding from
the ears. He was then taken on board a
steam vacht which immediately made
for Rydo, but died on board the yacht.
He wae a German privy eounciilor,
member of both the reichstag and Prus-
gian diet. He had been in parliament
for abont 25 years, and was a Jeading
msan in finance and polities, and a leader
of the free conservative party. Althoogh
comparatively young, he was uoani-
mouely recommended in 1860 by the
etate cabinet for the post of minister of

‘finance, but was not appointed becanse
the emperor had taken & faney to Dr,
Miquel.

Isolde, in addition to losing her masts,
ete., had her bows stove in and was
towed back to Sounthees. Both races
were abandoned.

A Boy Ealls 250 Feet at Netarts and
Sull Lives.

Trouaxcor, Or., August 18.—Charles
Lamb, the 9-year-cld gon of O. C. Lamb,
of Vaucoaver, fell from a high cliff at
Netarts yesterday, and Lhe chsoees for
his recovery are doubtiul. He was as-
cending  the hill at Maxwell’s short
beach when he stumbled and fell, roll-
ing over jagged rocks, and falling from
shelf to shelf, until his mangled form
finslly rested on the beach at least 250
feet below. A physician was sammoned
at once, and it is impossible to deter-
mine his chances for recovery. at this
time. No bones were broken, strange to
gay, unless his skull is fractured, but he
received internal” injuries and his face
was fearfully Jacerated and brnised, and
his ekull was laid bare in several places.
At last accounts the boy was not con-
scions, but was resting easy.

A LETTEB FRUM DEBS.

18.—Eupgene V. Debs
has written under date of August 6, a
letter to George P. Farrison, of Chad-
ron, Neb., setting forth his views on sil-
ver and fusion between the Democrats
and Populists.
